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WORK is underway to extend 
more council houses in the 
borough so they can be used to 
provide homes for larger families 
who are living in overcrowded 
accommodation. 

The move is part of a four-year 
project funded by the South East 
London Housing Partnership, 
which in turn is funded by the 
Greater London Assembly. 

Four London boroughs are 
involved - Greenwich, 
Southwark, Lewisham and 
Bromley. Greenwich has 
completed work on 45 properties 
over the past three years. 

This has mainly involved 
extending three-bedroom 
properties so that they have four 
or five bedrooms. 

Some houses that were converted 
for multi-occupancy in the past 
have been re-converted back into 
single dwellings in order to 
house severely overcrowded 
families. 

The project is now in its fourth 
and last year, and Greenwich has 
been allocated £300,000 to spend. 
Work is already underway on 
houses in Eltham Palace Road, 
Littlemead and Woodcroft, all in 
Eltham, plus a house in Charlton 
Dene in Charlton. Another two 
houses are also earmarked for 
extensions.

AN Eltham 
school has 
opened its 

Olympic-standard 
training courts - and 
it’s inviting the 
neighbourhood to share 
them. 

St Thomas More RC 
secondary school in Footscray 
Road has worked closely with 
Greenwich Council to achieve 
its long-time aim of installing 
a fully-accessible state-of-the- 
art multi-purpose sports 
complex. 

And headteacher Markus 
Ryan says the £700,000 dream 
would never have become 
reality without the 
encouragement of the 
borough - and a £50,000 
contribution from 

Greenwich’s London 2012 
legacy funds. 

There are football pitches 
with rebound walls and 
recessed goals; tennis and 
netball courts; a four-lane 60 
metre hurdles training and 
sprint track, along with long 
jump and triple jump, as well 
as changing rooms for 60 
athletes. 

The complex, mostly funded 
by Lottery money, is built to 
Sport England standards, and 
reps from the UK Amateur 
Athletics Association have 
approved the project as a 
suitable training ground. The 
headteacher said: “I am 
passionate about sport, it 
helps to build character and it 
is fundamental to great team 
work. I am pleased to lead a 
school in the borough of 
Greenwich where the council 
puts such great store in its 
sports facilities for the whole 
community.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture 


and Olympics, said: “This is a 
delight. It’s a very important 
facility, adding value to the 
sporting opportunities 
available to our young people 
both in the run-up to the 
London Games and beyond.”

Barwick, told everyone: “It is 
a remarkable achievement in 
such a confined space!”

Turbine 
power for 
allotments 
group 

by Dick

ALL powered up and 
ready to grow! A group of 
allotment holders are 
celebrating getting their 
own wind turbine up and 
running to power the 
lighting at their club shop 
and toilets. 

Their success is the 
result of two years’ hard 
work in organising, 
getting building and 
planning permission, and 
securing a £5,000 grant. 

The Kidbrooke Park 
Allotments Association 
has more than 90 plot- 
holders on the site in Old 
Post Office Lane next to 
Thomas Tallis School - 
with another 50 people on 
the waiting list. It 
manages the allotments 
on behalf of Greenwich 
Council, which owns the 
land. 

Alan Bartlett, the 
association’s site and 
projects officer, told GT: 
“We have a toilet and a 
shop on the site where we 
sell fertilizer and seeds, 
but no mains power. 
Unless it was sunny 
outside, it meant it was 
gloomy inside and we were 
worried about accidents. 
So we wanted lighting and 
looked at different options, 
and decided on a wind 
turbine.” 

The group decided on the 



model they wanted using 
the expertise of one of 
their members - a 
mechanical engineer - and 
got the necessary 
permissions from the 
council. They then applied 
for a grant from the 
Lottery’s Awards for All 
scheme to finance the 
equipment, which was 
agreed, while association 
funds paid for consultancy 
fees. 

The group got together 
earlier this year to dig a 
hole that was 1.2 metres 
square, using another 
member’s skills as a mini- 
digger driver. During April 
the seven-metre-high 
turbine was put into 
position. It weighs 60 kilos, 
with fins that have an end-

to-end wingspan of 1.5 
metres. It generates 0.8 
kilowatts, which goes 
directly into the batteries 
and stored. Apart from 
lighting the shop and 
toilet, it can also be used 
for charging power tools. 

“Generating our own 
power was the only 
option,” said Alan. “The 
nearest mains power 
supply is about 400 metres 
away, and it would have 
cost a fortune to have 
underground cabling 
installed. 

“Our wind turbine is 
easy to service manually, 
and has a lifespan of up to 
15 years. We thought it 
would be more cost- 
effective long term than 
solar panels. It will come 
into its own during the 
winter months or on dull 
days when there is not 
much light. It means our 
shop can be used all year 
round, and we can use it 
for meetings as well.” 

The association was due 
to have an official launch 
ceremony for the turbine 
at its annual barbecue on 
Saturday, July 17), which 
was also part-funded by 
the Lottery grant.

IN reply to Flelen Ellis’s 
letter ‘My hospital 
concerns’ (GT, February 13) 

- while we can't comment 
on this particular case, 
since the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital joined up with 
other local hospitals last 
year to form South London 
Flealthcare NHS Trust, 
improving the quality and 
safety and patient services 
has been the absolute 
priority. 

In the past year, there have 
been significant 
improvements. There is 
much still to do and we are 
working hard to improve 
emergency care at the 
Queen Elizabeth, for 
example. The Trust now has 
one of the lowest infection 


rates for MRSA 
bloodstream infections in 
England, and this year 
there hasn't been a single 
case. From having higher 
than national average 
mortality rates, South 
London now has lower than 
average mortality rates. 
There has been a legal case 
in relation to the doctor 
named, and there are 
always lessons to be 
learned from cases like 
this. We had tried to avoid 
this escalating to the point 
that it did and the incidents 
surrounding the case took 
place prior to the 
establishment of South 
London Healthcare.

Old stagers’ 
nostalgic trip 
to Plumstead

AN historic return to 
Plumstead was made by 
AJS motorcycles to the 
site of their birthplace - 
the old AJS factory - on 
Sunday, July 4, some of 
the old timers having first 
left it more than 75 years 
ago. 

The event was a celebration 
of 100 years of AJS 
motorcycles. About 400 bikes 
came along for it, including 
many members of the AJS 
and Matchless Owners Club 
who had ridden down from 
Wolverhampton, the original 
home of the AJS factory. 

Fourteen bikes took part in 
demonstration runs, some 
dating from as early as 1913. 
They also included some of 
the finest AJS race machinery 
ever produced by the factory. 

There were bikes from the 
Sammy Miller museum in 
New Milton, Hampshire, such 
as the grand Prix AJS 
supercharged V4, AJS 
Porcupine, and many other 
models, including the most 



successful of all, the AJS 7R. 

The demonstration runs 
were at close to racing speeds 
through the Woolwich 
Arsenal complex on a 
specially-prepared track, 
giving visitors a unique close- 
up experience of seeing these 
now rare racing machines in 
action so very close to where 
they were manufactured. 

Motorcycle racing legends

Tenants join estate make over days

FIFTEEN tons of 
waste was removed 
from two housing 
estates in a council- 
led clean up. 

Tenants joined 
council workers and 
other local 

organisations for two 
joint action days as 
part of the Capital 
Clean Up campaign. 

The workdays took 
place on July 1 and 7 
and were arranged to 
encourage residents to 
make improvements to 
their local 

neighbourhoods. 

The days involved 
Greenwich Council 
neighbourhood 
wardens, housing and 
enforcement officers 
and Cleansweep staff, 
along with police Safer 
Neighbourhoods 
Teams and the 
Probation Service’s 
Community Payback 
Team. 

Clean-up tasks 

included deep cleans of 
housing blocks and 
communal areas, 
gardening and weed 
removal, graffiti 
removal, litter picking, 
removing bulky waste, 
a survey of repairs and 
enforcing Dog Control 
Orders. 

Six blocks of flats 
were given a deep 
clean on the Avery Hill 
Estate where three 
tons of bulky waste 
was removed along 
with ten fly tips. 
Council enforcement 
officers carried out fire 
safety checks, and 
inspected the tax and 
registration of 

abandoned vehicles 
while others issued 
four formal warnings 
for breach of Dog 
Control Orders. 



Over on the Abbey 
Wood Estate 12 tons of 
bulky waste was 
retrieved and 34 fly tips 
removed. There was 
major weeding to paths 
along Bracondale 
Road, Brinburn Close 
and Blithdale Road 
while car park areas 
were weeded, swept 
and cleared of litter. 
Wardens patrolled the 
estate noting fire 
hazards, repairs and 
graffiti and carried out 
tenancy checks as well 
as giving advice and 
information to locals. 

The clean-ups were 
the final two of four 
joint action days and 
followed events on the 
Barnfield Estate in 
May and the Flamstead 
and Caletock estates 
last month.

Wine investment scam warning 


INVESTORS are being 
warned about a wine scam 
following complaints to 
Greenwich Council trading 
standards officers. 

Investors were wooed by the 
prospect of making a big 
return by buying top quality 
wines after answering adverts 
in the financial sections of 
national newspapers. 

After attending a special 
reception to hear about the 
wine investment 


opportunities, they hand over 
cheques on the promise of a 
wine delivery in a round 18 
months. But the delivery 
never arrives and the 
scammers have long since 
disappeared. 

A glossy reception was held 
in offices in Greenwich town 
centre last year. Since then 
trading standards have seen 
complaints come in from all 
over the country. 

Since then the Greenwich 


team have been working with 
the Companies Investigation 
Branch (CIB), an executive 
branch of the Department for 
Business, Innovation and 
Skills which investigates 
companies that are causing 
concerns. 

Now Greenwich Trading 
Standards are urging locals to 
do their own research into 
companies rather than 
relying on glossy brochures 
or flashy sales presentations. 


They also advise investors to 
get independent advice from 
recognised experts such as 
trade associations or industry 
bodies.

Because of the recession people 
are not giving things away and we’re 
short on stock but office people tend to 
have nice clothes so we’re hoping for 
some good quality donations.”

will enable Greenwich 
residents to realise their 
entrepreneurial talents and 
capabilities, and locals who 
have been unemployed for 
more than three months 
could receive Jobseekers’ 
Allowance of up to £50 per 
week from the government to 
help them through the first 
few months of trading. 

Ramona Metcalfe launched 
a life coaching consultancy 
with support from SEE. 

She said: “SEE are 
committed to helping all 
kinds of people to be 
successful in business.

CROWN Woods pupils 
proved they have the gift 
of the gab by winning a 
London-wide debating 
challenge earlier this 
month. 

Three Year 10 pupils from 
the Eltham comprehensive 
won the final of the London 
Debate Challenge on July 1. 

The event was organised by 
the English Speaking Union, 
an international educational 
charity, and involved dozens 
of schools from each of the 
London boroughs. 

Crown Woods beat a team 
from Pimlico Academy in a 
heated final debate about 
punishing the parents of 
truanting children. 

The Crown Woods team 
included Deren Mehmet,14, 
and 15 year-olds Nadine 
James and Taylor Ryan, who 
will have their names 
engraved on the challenge 
trophy. 

Speakers were also given 
marks for their individual 
speeches and the Crown 
Woods team was the only 
school to have more than one 
speaker in the top five with 
Deren and Taylor winning 
fifth and second place. 

Their performances 

impressed all round and the 
pupils from the school in 
Riefield Road were offered a 
free place at a summer 


debating school and they’ve 
been invited to try out for the 
England Debating team in 
October. 

“I’m over the moon - words 
can’t describe how happy I 
am,” said Deren who was 
unusually stuck for words. 

“My favourite subject is 
citizenship because we are 
constantly debating. I love 
getting my point across and 


that depends on the way you 
present your argument - not 
on luck or anything else but 
on how hard you try,” 
explained the 14-year old 
GCSE student who wants to 
be a politician in the future. 

Sarah Jones, the school’s 
head of citizenship and school 
debating coach, said: “I am 
exceptionally proud of all of 
the debaters; they’ve worked 


so hard this year and deserve 
their success. They have spent 
the year being beaten by sixth 
formers from some of the top 
independent schools in the 
country, and are now 
beginning to believe me when 
I say that debating is a place 
where state school students 
belong, and can succeed. I 
can’t wait to see how well 
they’re going to do next year!”

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

The Sessions run until July 25 
(excluding 24th), and Scene 
caught up with headliners 
Athlete for a chat. The band 
top the bill on the final day, 
Sunday, and frontman Joel 
Potts told us: “The gig will 
actually be our biggest south 
London show for a long time. 
“We’re bringing out a singles 
collection because we’re been 
going for ten years now, and 
this festival is the perfect thing 
to go along with that.” 

The band began life on 
Deptford High Street in 1999, 
rehearsing at the Bear pub,

Drummer Stephen Roberts 
said: “We know the area well - 
our studio is in between 
Greenwich and Deptford, and I 
live at Deptford Bridge. I think 


it will be the closest gig we’ve 
ever played to home - it’ll be a 
light stroll home at the end of 
the night!” 

Best known for the song Wires 
- the haunting ode to Potts’ 
daughter’s troubled birth, and 
the more upbeat, You Got The 
Style, the band’s new 
compilation includes all of 
their singles to date. It’s 
released later in the year, and 
the boys will be bringing out all 
the crowd pleasers for the 
homecoming gig. 

“We’re going to play our 
greatest hits!” quipped singer 
Joel, before sticksman Stephen 
added that there is also a 
previously unreleased bonus 
track on the upcoming ‘best of’ 
album. 

“It’s actually the first song we 
ever recorded, but when we 
signed the record deal, the 
record company didn’t like it so 
it never came out, but we 
always really liked it. So now 
we’ve dug it out - it’s called 
Backtrack .” 

The four-piece were nominated 


for the Mercury Music prize for 
debut album Vehicles and 
Animals in 2003, and won an 
Ivor Novello songwriting 
award for Wires back in 2005. 

So how has Athlete changed 
over the decade they’ve been 
together? 

“We’ve gone through lots of 
different phases I suppose,” 
mused the drummer. “We’ve

dipped our feet in and out of 
whatever we were feeling at 
the time. The bands I’ve always 
looked up to are the ones that 
you don’t know what they’re 
going to do next. 

“It’s hard to choose a proudest 
moment over that time,” he 
added - “there’s the really 
obvious ones like winning the 
Ivor Novello, but I was more 
proud of the track and what it 


meant to people than actually 
winning the award. 

“We also supported U2 at 
Twickenham, which was 
pretty bizarre. The day before I 
was just sitting at my drums in 
our little studio, and the next 
day we were playing in front of 
80,000 people.” 

Also headlining the music 
festival are folk-punks The 
Levellers, with the darling of 
folk, Seth Lakeman on July 21; 
the Royal Philharmonic 
Concert Orchestra top the bill 
on Thursday July 22, and on 
July 23, it’s Jools Holland and 
his Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, featuring Gilson 
Lavis and special guests Alison 
Moyet, Ruby Turner and 
Louise Marshall along with 
just announced local legend, 
guitarist Arthur Lee.

Kate. "It’s filmic, and people have said it 
fits in the Healing category, but to be 
completely honest I’d never have put 
myself in that category. 

"I wrote a piece of music for a friend 
who had cancer and sadly died a little 
while ago. It was played at her funeral 
and a lot of people have asked about the 
music since. It’s warming music.” 

Kate has lived in Greenwich for 12 years 
and loves the area and says she is 
"touched that she was chosen for the 
album, because I’m quite an emotional 
person." 

There are shades of Enya to the music, 
admits Kate, which she says is credit to 
pal Louise’s strong voice.

It’s intriguing subject matterforthe 
material girl to tackle, especially given 
the potential pitfalls of an American 
take on such a quintessential^ English 
topic. But it isn’t the queen of pop’s first 
venture in to the world of film. In 2008 
she made her directorial debut with 
Filth and Wisdom - a London based 
drama which was roundly slammed, 
particularly by English critics - and 
during the 80s and 90s she starred in a 
number of movies including 
Desperately Seeking Susan and Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit. 

Of course Madge isn’t the first - 
numerous members of Rock Royalty 
have dipped their toes in to the world of 
the silver screen, some fully immersing 
themselves in the hot springs of 
Hollywood. The standard was set in the 
1950s and 60s with the money spinning 
franchise embarked upon by the two 
biggest acts in pop history: Elvis and 
The Beatles. While the Fab Four were 
applauded for Hard Day’s Night and 
YellowSubmarine - flicks still 
considered classics today, The King 
was derided for a plethora of lack lustre 
and generic efforts which were 
churned outtoturn a quick buckforthe 
movie studios and management 
companies alike. 

Since then the cream of rock and pop 
have fallen over themselves to straddle 
the duel worlds of 

musicandfilm, 
from biopics 
like 

Eminem’s 8 
Mile to the 
more absurd 
star turns. All 
too frequently a 
I vehicle to flex 
bulging egos, 
these projects are 
often destined for 
a critical thrashing 
before they’re even 
finished. Among the 
more bizarre castings was Mick Jagger 
in 1970, as the Australian outlaw Ned 
Kelly, whose Jamaican-meets-lrish 
outback accent was only matched for 
ridiculousness by the chinstrap beard 
he donned forthe eponymously titled 
movie. There are few prizes for 
guessing that it was widely panned by 
critics and ignored by the public, but it 
didn’t stop the Stones frontman from 
pouting and strutting his way through a 
host of movies in the 70s and 80s. 

Of course there are always exceptions 
to the rule, and while it may not have 
smashed the box office, Labyrinth - the 
1986 fantasy starring David Bowie as 
the baby snatching Goblin King Jared, 
has established itself as a cult classic 
and made fantasy a genre that could be 
enjoyed by adults and children alike. 

But in the main - and given the potential 
minefield that musicians face when 
attempting to traverse these 
boundaries - music and movies are two 
worlds that ne’ershould meet.

We are quickly thrust 
into the daily lives of the 
Vial family - white, coffee 
plantation owners from 
France, and their 
interaction with the local 
black community and the 
labourers they hire to 
harvest the coffee. We are 
shown the imminent 
breakdown of society; 
armed bandits wandering 
the land extorting and 
intimidating; orphaned 
children building child 
armies, and a ruthless 
army struggling to regain 
power. 

At the heart of the 
plantation is Maria Vial 
(Isabelle Huppert), 
daughter of owner, Henri 
(Michel Subor). Tireless 
in her efforts to harvest 
her crop, she simply 
refuses to acknowledge 
the collapse of her world. 
Pillaging armed bandits 
are dismissed as 
“looking for food”; the 
flight of her own 
workers is seen as 
ORIGINAL PIRATE MATERIAL: the Vial family own plantation disloyal, and her own 


son’s increasingly 
disruptive behaviour is 
met with disbelief and 
incredulity. Ignoring the 
pleas of her ex-husband - 
and advice of her 
embassy - to abandon the 
plantation and return to 
France, she struggles on, 
increasingly isolated. 
Obsessed with her land, 
the harvest and with her 
appearance, she fails to 
notice that her personal 
life has become equally 
devastated. She can no 
longer communicate with 
her by now, semi- 
psychotic son Manuel, 
(Nicolas Duvauchelle), 
and has become totally 
estranged from the ex, 
Andre (Christophe 
Lambert). And then there 
is her father, who she has 
never understood. 

Almost from the start we 
reject Maria and her 
lifestyle, from the 
relentless pursuit of the 
illusory harvest to the 
treatment of her workers 
she simply refuses to 
compromise to the land, 
to the people, and even to 
her family. 

Huppert is excellent, the 
archetypal colonial. 
Haughty and arrogant 
with an innate refusal for 
self examination - “I 
don’t want to talk about 
my son,” she says on 
multiple occasions. More 


could perhaps have been 
made of Lambert, who 
shows only touches of his 
potential and equally 
Duvauchelle, whose 
dialogue is limited but 
whose collapse into 
madness is powerfully 
compelling. Similarly, the 
arrival of a wounded but 
popular rebel known as 
‘The Boxer’ (Isaach de 
Bankole ) is 

underexplored, but make 
no mistake - this is 
Huppert’s film from start 
to finish. 

Director Claire Denis, 
better known for Chocolat 
(1988), unfolds events 
retrospectively, 
interrupting the timeline 
with numerous 
flashbacks 

distinguishable only via 
Maria’s ever-changing 
wardrobe. It’s a setting 
close to the director’s 
heart - Denis grew up in 
Cameroon as the 
daughter of a French 
civil servant - and she 
treats her material 
knowledgeably, exploiting 
the sounds and sights of 
the African continent 
particularly well. 

Verdict: 

Interesting and thought- 
provoking. 6/10

Doing the locomotion again 


KYLIE MINOGUE’S first studio 
album in three years, Aphrodite, 
has a lot riding on its success. Her 
previous LP ‘X’, although a hit, 
suffered underwhelming sales, which led 
many to question whether Kylie’s crown as 
the princess of pop was slipping. Thankfully 
Aphrodite has returned her to the top of the 
chart and confirms why the public fell in 
love with the diminutive Aussie in the first 
place. 

The album opens with lead single All the 
Lovers, a soaring slice of anthemic electro 
pop that builds layer upon layer of sound 
until it reaches its euphoric climax. Future 
single Get out Of My Way follows, and has all 
of the ingredients of a sure-fire floor-filler. 
Both carefree and extremely catchy, it’s 
pretty much guaranteed to be the 
soundtrack to the summer. The rest of the 
album continues in the same vain, with the 
hard edged pulsing electronica of Closer and 
the feisty title track maintaining the pace. 
Only Everything Is Beautiful momentarily 
brings the tempo down. With its 
atmospheric vibe and syrupy vocals, it’s the 



lone mid-tempo track on what is otherwise a 
high-octane album. As a result, a harsher 
critic might argue that the album is a touch 
repetitive and lacks variety, but Kylie is 
clearly sticking to a formula that works for 
her. And why fix what isn’t broken? 

Aphrodite has no pretentions of grandeur - 
it’s an undeniably lightweight dance pop 
album. If you are looking for ironic lyrics and 
serious social commentary, you will be 
sorely disappointed. And therein lies the 
album’s greatest appeal. In a time when the 
music industry is heavily influenced by the 
arty indie set, music is taking itself very 
seriously indeed. Aphrodite is an antidote to 
all that - it’s shamelessly fun. It has no 
message and no chips on its shoulder. It’s a 
high energy electronic pop LP designed to 
get you up on your feet and keep you there. 
As Kylie sings on Better than Today: “What’s 
the point in living, if you don’t wanna 
dance?” 

Kylie is back. And so, it would seem, is 
unpretentious pop music. Thank Aphrodite 
for that!

Get ready for 3D TV Kid gets 


Forget about high definition - the 
future’s in 3D, says Alex Brooks 


'HD Ready'. It has been a few 
years since those immortal 
words entered the vocabulary 
of TV-lovers nationwide, a 
term which quickly became a 
buzz word for signifying that a 
TV would be capable of 
displaying High Definition 
channels in the future. 

The issue was further confused 
by the addition of the term ‘Full 
HD Ready’ soon after, but 
confusion between HD and Full 
HD aside, the system worked 
well. These days there isn’t a 
TV out there that isn’t HD 
Ready, and the sources for HD 
content are plenty, whether it 
be the popular Sky HD service, 
Blu-ray’s output, Freesat, or 
cable. 

Now it’s 


else to enable the 3D 
readiness. This is true - in fact, 
probably more so than with the 
HD malarkey, and though you 
can pick up a decent HD TV for 
around £500, 3D TVs have shot 
back up to £1,200. And this is 
not just the normal 3D that 
you’ve seen in the cinema, oh 
no - you need fancy glasses to 
watch 3D broadcasts - not 
cheap either, at £80 each. On 
top of that, you still haven’t 
bought the hardware needed to 
utilise the 3D content available. 
The newest 3D TVs by Samsung 
do have one trick up their 
sleeves to ease the pain a little

happening again, only thistime 
we’re ‘3D Ready’. We could of 
course assume we know 
exactly what this means: 
Purchase a TV in the full 
knowledge that in the future 
we’ll have to buy something 


though, an item 
hidden in a menu 
called ‘2D to 3D' converts 
any standard 2D broadcast to 
3D. The results aren’t amazing, 
it’s a bit like those DVD players 
that ‘upscale’ to HD - 
effectively a stopgap. 

Sources for 3D content are 
available and will become 
more prevalent pretty quickly - 


those with Sky will 
probably have heard that 
the broadcaster has run 
some samples in the past 
and will launch a dedicated 
channel later in 2010. There is 
of course at least one more 
niggle, and it’s the same story 
all over again. Think Blu-Ray 
and HD-DVD; DVD and 
Laserdisc; VHS and Betamax: 
we don’t have a format battle 
this time, but there is no 
standard for the type of glasses 
to use to watch the 3D content. 
It’s currently between ‘passive’ 
and ‘active’ glasses, the former

costing roughly £1, the latter 
£70 plus. The difference is in 
how they trick the eye into 
seeing 3D: The more expensive 
glasses use infra-red data 
from the TV to block vision from 
each eye while alternating the 
frames on the TV, whereas the 
passive glasses - like those 
used in the cinema - utilise 
polarised lenses to create the 
effect. As you’d expect, 
Samsung, Sony, Panasonic and 
LG are all peddling the 
expensive glasses. What a 
surprise.
